Miss Higgins, Kean's private Secretary, testi­ 
fied that she had seen the partnership papers 
drawn up between Kean and tViison and Wad- 
dingham, and that they were signed by Wad- 
dingham. 
This is considered an important de­ 
velopment for the depositors, as Waddingham is 
a wealthy man. 
After recess Miss Higgins resumed the witness 
chair. She said she had searched for the Wad­ 
dingham agreement, but was unable to find it. 
The attorney asked her it she had ever placed 
her name on a note for Kean.

A P ennsylvania L aw F o rb id d in g its Sale 
D eclared U n constitutional. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , December 2ith.—Judge Feed 
to-day rendered a decision holding tnat the 
State law forbidding tbe sale of oleomargarine 
In packages, as 
originally 
imported 
from 
another State, is unconstitutional. 
The decision, which is a lengthy one, finds 
that the right of the S:ate to enact police laws, 
when such laws prohibits the sale of articles 
which, without prohibition, would be legiti­ 
mate subjects of commercial interchange, is 
suborbiuate to the power of the United states 
to regulate interstate commerce. The right to 
sell in original packages, if the goods are mer­ 
chantable and legitimate subjects of trade and 
commerce, is guaranteed by the United States 
and though it can be regulated, it cannot be 
prohibiten by any State. The United States has 
a paramount right to declare what goods are 
merchantable and what regulations of their 
sale are reasonable, and by an Act of Congress 
the United States has declared oleomargarine 
to be a merchantable article, and has regulated 
itseale. As the Pennsylvania statue involved 
does not regulate, but prohibits the sale of 
oleomargarine, it cannot apply to the goods 
described in the special verdict.

It is estimated that about 7,500 men are 
now out, and business is entirely at a standstill.

A BAD FEELIN G ALL AROUND. 
G la sg o w , December 24th.—At a meeting of 
the Board of Directors ol the North British 
Railway Company it was detennmed to prose­ 
cute the strikers to obtain redress for what they 
call "unwarranted interference with business." 
The North British Directors have also resolved 
to completely close their railroad lines ra1 her 
than yield. The strikers are enraged by the an­ 
nouncement made to-day that the railroad 
officials refuse to pay the strikers any portion of 
the wages now due them. This action accord­ 
ing to the railroad officials, was taken upon 
legal advice, pending a decision of the Courts 
as to the validity of contracts existing between 
the company and its employes. 
The North British Company has entirely 
closed the underground station here. Placards 
announcing the promotion and advanced pav 
formen loyal to tne company are posted con­ 
spicuously. The strikers, however, m eiutain a 
defiant altitude. The loss to the railway com­ 
panies will be enormous. 
The strikers have issued a manifesto demand­ 
ing ten hours a day and fifty cents extra pay for 
Sunday work. It is estimated that 9,0u0 per­ 
sons are now out. Work at most of the coal 
pits in Lanarkshire is stopped in consequence 
of the strike. 


R evolutionary M ovem ents. 
P a n a m a , December 24th.—Rumors of revolu- 
tiouary movements in Peru have been rife here 
for some time past, and it is known that on the 
2d inst. a meeting was held in Fort Santa Cata­ 
lina, outside of Lima, aud that an effort was 
made in behalf oi ex-Dlrector Piróla. The 
movement was suppressed, but at the cost of 
forty lives.

The holidays began with the setting of 
the sun last night. In California the 
week of good-will opened with fine prom­ 
ise and the forecast of full store-houses in 
the new year. 
Unless ill befalls the 
farmer he will have good crops, and for 
labor there will be plentiful employment.

We can well give up some of 
its hours to the children, and in their de­ 
lights renew our youth. We can well 
step aside from toil to remember the poor, 
and to warm our own hearts by supplying 
their hearths. The sick and the afflicted, 
the prisoner in the cell, the orphan, the 
widow and the abandoned innocent ones, 
are with us to he recipients of our charity 
and of the benediction of good deeds. 
The Christmas season, it has been said, 
is a preacher, emphasizing in this day 
great and broad and deep lessons. It has 
disconnected itself largely from faiths, 
creeds and doctrines—it has become the 
synonym for good-will, mercy, gentleness, 
forgiveness and the stretching forth of the 
helping hand. We can all take infinite 
pleasure in the Christmas season, and 
make it a means, at the same time, of con­ 
ferring pleasure on others, wholesome, 
pure and beneficial joys, and of experi­ 
encing in return the conviction that it is 
blessed to give to the worthy needy; how 
Christ-like it is to be gentle, forgiving and 
merciful even for a brief season. 
And these sentiments we may entertain 
though our belief does not accept the 
wondrous story of the manger, for Christ­ 
mas has come to have a sweet and human­ 
izing influence upon all civilized people 
regardless of faith. It has so far laid 
aside its religious character that it opens 
its arms to all men and contributes to 
their betterment, whether believing in the 
Christ-child or not. For no heart can be 
acted upon by the gentle, generous and 
joyous influences of the Christmas-tide 
and not be 1 lettered, made more tender, 
forbearing and self-sacrificing. Where­ 
fore let us all welcome the Christmas sea­ 
son with generous emphasis, open palms 
and purses for all that is true, and kind 
and loving.

A CHRISTMAS EPISODE. 


THE PROMISE OF 1892. 
The Prohibition politicians are not wise 
when they inspire their organ to declare 
that because the Farmers’ Alliance has 
not declared itself with them upon the 
“drink question,” it is therefore unworthy 
of any consideration or fear. From the 
radical temperance standpoint that is very 
brave, but it will not affect the fact that 
iu 1892, the spirit that inspired the Alli­ 
ance, whether it retains that form of man­ 
ifestation or not, will be a potential politi­ 
cal factor. 
There is, oi course, an element of un­ 
certainty in any new organization as to 
whether it will succeed, hut the inspira­ 
tion of this new movement lies deeper in 
the national heart than the organization 
itself. It is the argumenting conviction 
of the American people that they are 
being unjustly deprived of power; that 
rings, bosses, and combinations of moneyed 
interests unwisely moved, are inimical to 
the interests of the producers of the 
country. 
It is the conviction—that promises 
notable surprises in 1892—that there is an 
unhealthy cause for the drift to the towns, 
and the abandonment of rural livings, and 
lhat this cause is the enforced unprofitable­ 
ness of soil tilling, and the unwholesome 
stimulation and protection of manufactur­ 
ing interests and commercial enterprises, 
by political agencies. It is out of such 
facts as this that the conviction springs— 
the increase of mortgages in the last 
ten years amounts to billions of dollars, 
and the belief obtains that so much of that 
lien as rests upon farm lands is not likely 
to be discharged by the ordinary produc­ 
tion of the soil. 
So, too, the people are more than uneasy 
over the idea that the United States Sen­ 
ate is becoming the rich man's club, and 
that the title of Senator is rapidly assum­ 
ing the character attaching to hereditary 
titles under royalty. Ambitious wealth is 
everywhere seeking the aristocratic title, 
and rarely with the ability behind it 
■worthy of the position. However looked 
at, it appears was that the politics of 1892 
will be very lively, and that the informing 
spirit that underlies such movements as 
the farmers are now engaging in will 
exercise a powerful iufluence in the strug­ 
gle.

A Christmas story ? 
Not at all: just a story—a story without 
any dramatic episodes, a commplace, or­ 
dinary occurrence, such as one reads almost 
daily in the newspapers (more’s the pity!)

It was eight o’clock and Paris had hardly 
awakened; the stores were being opened 
but the cafes, where the reveillons, or Christ­ 
mas eve jollifications, had been held the 
night before, were still closed; people were 
hastening to their various occupations, and 
I, my cigarette between my lips, and feel 
ing sprightly and good-natured, was walk 
ing at a lively pace in order to start my 
blood into circulation, having been chilled 
by the sharp, cold air. As I walked I com 
pared myself to those who, having passed 
the night in dissipation, had then dull, 
aching heads, aud 1 felt decidedly happy iii 
the enjoyment of my perfect health. 
I took my way along the qnays and my 
eyes wandered from the Seine, with its yel­ 
low, rolling waves, to the sky in which, 
through a pale mist, was shining the great 
bright sphere of the sun, rising from the 
gray background of the heavy morning 
log.While going toward the faubourg Saint 
Antonie I saw at the street corner a solitary 
vender setting up on a little folding table a 
few tin playthiDgs, painted in coarse bright 
coiors. In the midst of these toys could be 
distinguished a jointed wooden man, which 
by the mere pressure of a spring, sawed i 
log of wood w.'th an energy and determin 
ation which seemed indefatigable. 
Now, behind the lamp post near which 
the peddler had stationed his wares, 
child came and Btood before the table, 
which was several inches higher than his 
head.

SOMEWHAT DIFFERLKT. 


MRS. SHIELDS AND MBS. MILLED ON 
THE EVICTION STOBY. 


Last w eek the R ecord-Un io s published a full 
account of the proceedings before Superior 
Judge Arm strong, in the case of Henry Meiss, 
Sr., the well know n rancher, who is supposed 
to be insane. 
It wi 1 be rem em bered th at Meiss was ex ­ 
am ined by two well-known physicians, who 
pronounced him insane, and Judge Armstrong 
com m itted the patient to the Stockton asylum. 
H enry Meiss, Jr , then m ade application to .be 
appointed guardian of his father's estate. But 
w hen tne m atter cam e up for hearing ex Judge 
8. Solon Hoi! suddenly put in an apj carance, 
and objected to the appointm ent of a guardian, 
saying th at the elder Meiss was not insane, and 
intim ating th a t a m ovem ent was ou foot to rail­ 
road the old m an to the asylum. 
Elwood and Alvin J. Bruner, attorneys for 
H enry Meiss, Jr., took exception to the attor­ 
ney's statem ents, and inform ed him th a t all of 
Meiss’ children had agreed th at the best thiDg 
to be doDe was to have him taken care of. and 
lor one of them to be appointed guardian of the 
eslate. 
Judge Holl created consM .rabie of a stir by 
announcing that all of the cbildreu had not so 
agreed. H eappearel, he said, as attorn-y for the 
elder Meiss and Ed ward Meiss, one of the sons, 
w ho had just a riv e d from Humboldt, and who 
intended to oppose the attem pt on the part of 
his brothers aud sister to send the old m au to 
an asylum , while he was not insane. 
This latter declaration by Judge H oi', has, 
since the above proceedings, been the cause of 
quite a little row. Edward Meiss read the pub­ 
lished account of Judge Holl’s rem u k s, and in­ 
dignantly denied th at he had em ployed Judge 
Holl, or that he had not agTeed with his broth­ 
ers and sister. 
He was satisfied, he said, th at 
his father wac in such a condition as to require 
care and attention, 
Attorney A J, Bruner, w hen he heard oí this, 
held a consultation w ith Judge Ho'.l. The latter 
stated then th at he had been em ployed bv the 
elder Meiss, and th at be believed th a t the latter 
was net insane. Mr. Bruner suggested th at the 
best way to find out was to have another exam ­ 
ination by physicians, and Holl agreed. It was 
arranged th a t the physicians (those selected 
were Hrs. Gardner, Nichols aud Cluness) should 
m ake the exam ination W ednesday (yesterdav) 
morniDg, at w hich tim e the guardianship m atter 
w ould also come up in Court. 
The physicians were on hand yesterday, but 
Judge Holl had changed his m ind, aud they 
were not called upon. Judge Holl’s course this 
tim e was to dem and a ju ry trial for hts client, 
in order to decide upon his m ental condition. 
This was his legal right, and such a proceeding 
would carry w ith it tne guardianship m atter. 
Attorney Bruner prom ptly arose and moved 
th a t the form er order ot the Court, adjudging 
Mr Meiss insane, be set aside, and the patient 
be discharged. 
Judge Holl objected to the discharge of his 
client. 
Mr. B runer suggested th a t it appeared rather 
strange th at Mr. Holl should uat w ant his client 
discharged w hen he had been claim ing all 
along th at he was not insane. 
Judge Arm strong ordered the elder Meiss dis­ 
charged, and set the ju ry trial for the 12th of 
January. 
Although the elder Meiss was ordered dis­ 
charged, h e is still confined at the County Jail— 
it is said by request cf Judge Holl. 
The District Attorney declares th at the county 
w ill not be responsible lor tbe keeping 
Meiss 
now, and th a t the expense m ust be borne by 
Judge Holl. 
Yesterday afternoon the children had a con­ 
sultation w ith th eir attorney. Subsequently 
they stated to a R e c o r d -Un ió n reporter, that 
th e statem ent to the effect th at their father 
had not received proper treatm ent was utterly 
false. W nen he was suffering from the injury 
w hich is believed to have caused his iusauity, 
he was watched over night and day bv them , 
and they employed six physicians to' attend 
b in . They said they had no desire to have 
th eir father sent away, but being satisfied that 
he was insane, they desired to rake care of him . 
and th at was why they favored the selection of 
one of tnem as guardian. Edward M eiss took 
occasion again to declare th at he was not en­ 
couraging Judge Holl to interfere and never 
had done so.

G o v e rn o r

am i T h ir te e n C o m m u ta tio n s, 
Upon a recom m endation from the Board of 
Slate Prison Directors and W arden Aull, Gov­ 
ern. 
W aterm an on yesterday com m uted the 
sentences of thirteen convicts confined in Fol­ 
som Prison. In th eir petition to the Executive 
th e Directors set forth th at the prisoners were 
forem en in the work of cons.iucting the Folsom 
dam . and particularly distinguished them selves 
by taiihfui aud efficient work during the two 
and one-half years in which the dam was being 
built. 
They urged th at the services of these 
prisoners be recognized, as it w ould have a good 
effect on the rem ainder of the convicts. 
Com m utations were issued as follows: 
W illiam Moran—Convicted in February, ISsS, 
in Sacram ento county, ot the crim e of robbery, 
aud sentenced to serve a term of ten years— 
com m uted to eight years. 
August Z im m eiiuan-C ouvicted in October, 
1883, in Amador county, of the crim e ol m ur­ 
der, and sentenced to life im prisonm ent—com ­ 
m uted to twenty-five years. 
’1 bomas H erbert—Convicted in February. 1882, 
in Kern county, of the crim e of m inder in the 
second degree, and sentenced to serve a term of 
fiity years—com m uted to twenty-live years. 
John W nitiield—"ouvicted in January, 1S85. 
in San Francisco, of the crim e of robbery, aud 
sentenced to serve a term of forty years—com ­ 
m uted to tw enty years. 
Charles Brown—Convicted in November. 1883, 
in Sacram ento county, of the crim e ot robbery, 
and sentenced to serve a term of tw enty five 
years—com m uted to fifteen years. 
Milton McGee—Convicted iu June, 1SS6, in 
Butte county, of the crim e of burglary, and sen­ 
tenced to serve a term of sixty years—com m uted 
to twenty-five years. 
Tim othy B uckley-C onvicted in January, 1385, 
in Yuba county, of the crim e of m urder in the 
second degree, and sentenced to serve a term of 
eighteen years—com m uted to twelve vears. 
Fred. Onlemberti—Convicted in September, 
1S80, in Sierra county of the crim e ot m urder 
and sentenced to life im prisonm ent, commuted 
to eighteen years. 
Clarence L. Caskey—Convicted in May, 1SS8, 
iu San Francisco of the crim e ol arson and sen- 
term d to serve a term of fifteen years, com­ 
m uted to twelve years.

Wong Ah Teak—Convicted in September, 188b, 
iu San l-’ran, iseo ot the crim e ot m urder and 
sentenced to life im prisonm ent, com m uted to 
tw enty years. 
William Coates—Convicted iu April, 18SS, in

th e first degree and s-jntencea to serve a term of 
six years, com m uted to live years. 
Toy Ah P ark —Convicted iu June, 1S83, iu San 
Francisco of the crim e of m urder and sentenced 
to life im prisonm ent, com m uted to twenty five 
years. 
The Governor also granted a pardon to Will­ 
iam Oberst, who was convicted in San Francisco 
in November, 1387. of m anslaughter and sen 
t< need to ten vears' im prisonm ent. The Execu­ 
tive says : ‘"I com m uted Oberst's sentence to 
seven years on the 24 h of last ‘ March. After a 
m ore carefrfl exam ination of his case. I am of 
the opinion th a t he is deserving of a pardon, 
aud restiug in th at belief the same is granted."

T h o u sa n d s I n r n e d O u t by a G eo rg eto w n 
F a c to ry . 
[From the W ashington Star.] 
How many housekeepers in Washington 
who do seme sweeplig themselves or have 
other people do it for them ever take the 
trouble to consider how a broom is made? 
To begin with, the sticks mostly come 
from Michigan. 
They are made of bass­ 
wood or maple, which grow plentiful in 
that State, and afford a material that com­ 
bines the advantages of lightness and 
strength. 
The wood is turned with lathes 
into broomsticks, with a hole through each 
end—one of them intended for the house­ 
keeper’s string to hang the instrument up 
by. Some of the sticks are left of their 
natural hue and others are painted red, to 
satisfy the tastes of all sorts of purchasers. 
The rest of the broom is made of straw 
chiefly, and this material is obtained from 
a sort of corn plant grown expressly for 
the purpose. 
Doubtless you have noticed 
the tassel on an ordinary coru stalk. What 
the tassel is to the edible corn is found in 
the wisp that grows from the top of the 
broom corn, which bears no ears at all. 
There 
are 
two kinds of broom com, 
roughly-speaking—the coarse sort for ordi­ 
nary sweeping and the fine dwarf sort for 
“parlor brooms” and whisks. 
The fine 
stuff is plucked, by hand, while the coarse 
variety is cut with the knife. 
It is in 
bales of 300 pounds each that the material 
reaches such a factory as there is over in 
Georgetown, which produces 75,000 brooms 
every year to help scoop up the sweepings 
of the District of Columbia. 
Perhaps you would like to know how a 
broom is made. 
To begin with, the wisp 
tassels cut from the corn tops must be as­ 
sorted as to length. 
This process is per­ 
formed by an expert who takes the wisps 
from the bale and distributes them among 
a series of compartments. 
The broom 
wisps thus assorted go into the hands of a 
man who holds the broomstick in a revolv­ 
ing vise with its end projecting—the end, 
that is to say, which is to be the broom. 
This operator first passes a fine wire 
through the hole in the end of a broom­ 
stick, and by the aid of a treadle makes 
the length of wood revolve until it has 
taken up three or four bindings of the 
wire from a great coil below. 
Then he 
grabs a number of wisps of long-stemmed 
broom-corn, to serve for what is known 
technically as “handle stuff,” fastening 
them to the stick high up with windings 
of the wire. 
All the time while the wire 
is wrapping the straw upon the stick it is 
made to bind more tightly by blows from 
a haqimer. 
Next is bound around the 
embryo broom what is called the “shoul­ 
der stuff,” with shorter stems, which, as 
was the case with the handle stuff', is 
trimmed off close above the wire binding 
with a sharp knife. 
Stalks yet shorter, 
from which the stems have been cut off en­ 
tirely, are finally wound upon the outside 
with more wire, and the whole business is 
clinched and fastened where the broom 
meets the stick with a strong belt of tin­ 
ned brass, its corrugated edge bound down 
with a wire so that the straw is made as 
much a part of the broom handle as if it 
grew upon it. 
■ 
Now the broom goe3 to the sewer, who 
passes flaxen twine around its middle and 
pierces the substance ot thebroom through 
and through with a needle provided with 
similar flaxen cord, so as to bind the straw 
together closely. 
Now it only remains to 
chop the straw ends of the brooms off even 
with a sort of cleaver knife, and to comb 
the seeds out of them with a revolving ma­ 
chine armed with teeth in order to make 
them ready for market. 
A first-class 
broom is bought by dealers at from $3 25 
to S4 a dozen, and sold at from $4 50 to 
§4 SO retail. 
Some brooms, for heavy 
sweeping of ships’ decks and outdoors, cost 
•Stj a dozen. The coarse straw is best for 
those. 
You can calculate the profits of 
the manufacture for yourself when you are 
informed that broomsticks, white or red, 
cost 514 a thousand, while the straw is GJ 
cents a pound for the best of it, and an or­ 
dinary broom contains 2j pounds of this 
latter material. 
Broom corn that is slight­ 
ly green is much better for the purpose 
than the ripe material, because the latter 
is brittle, and, on this account, to deceive 
purchasers, it used to be the custom for 
manufacturers of brooms to tint their ma­ 
terial green with the fumes of brimstone. 
At present the same effect is more cheaply 
obtained by soaking the stuff in a colored 
mixture. Supplies of broom corn for this 
country are chiefly secured from Chicago 
and Philadelphia, to which points the 
farmers ship their broom corn product, 
consigning it to commission men, who sell 
it to the manufacturers.

W O RLD 'S F A IR . 


F o rm al P ro clam atio n Issu ed by P re si­ 
d e n t H arriso n . 
Washington, December 24th.—The following 
proclamation has just been issued by the Presi­ 
dent : 
“Whereas, Satisfactory proof has been pre­ 
sented me that provision has been made for ad­ 
equate grounds aud buildings ior the uses of the 
World's Columbian Exposition, and that a sum 
not less than 810,000,000, to be used and ex­ 
pended for the purposes of said exposition, has 
been provided in accordance with the condi­ 
tions and requirements of section 10 or the Act 
entitled, 'An Act to provide for celebrating the 
four hundredth anniversary ot the discovery 
of America by Christopher Columbus by hold­ 
ing an international exhibition of arts, indus­ 
try, manufactures and the products of the soil, 
mine and sea, in the city of Chicago, in the 
State of Illinois,’ approved April 25, 1890; 
“Now, therefore. I, Benjamin Harrison, Presi 
dent of the United otates, by virtue of the au­ 
thority vested in me by said Act, do hereby de­ 
clare and proclaim that such international ex 
hlbition will be opened on the first dav cf Mav. 
in the year 1892, in the city of Chicago, in trie 
Sute of Illinois, and will not be closed before 
the last Thursday in October of the same year, 
and in the name of the Government and ot the 
people of the Duited States I do hereby invite 
all nations ortfce earth to take part in com­ 
memoration of an event that is prominent in 
human history, and of lasting interest to man 
kind, by appointing representatives thereto, 
and sending such exhibits to the World’s Co­ 
lumbian Exposition as will most fitly and fully 
illustrate their resources, their industries and 
their progress in civilization.” 
INCIDENTS OE THE SIGNING. 
The parchment, in the usual diplomatic form, 
was carried to the President, shortlv alter mid­ 
day, by S. A. Brown, Chief Clerk ót the State 
Department, who is the functionary ihrongn 
whom these iittle formalities are carried on. 
The President was in his office, talking witn 
Secretary Proctor on the Indian Mtuation. The 
Secretary of War, Private secretary Halford 
and Clerk Brown formed a little group around 
the President as he looked the paper over. He 
then, taklug up a pen from the desk, affixed his 
signature, just as the clock indicated 1 :30. The 
President, after making his signature, handed 
the pen to Halford, with the suggestion that 
perhaps Fred W. Peck, of Chicago, might desire 
It as a memento, and directed that it be mailed 
to Mr. Peck. 
AN ENJOYABLE CHRISTMAS GIFT. 
Chicago, December 24th.—President Harri­ 
son’s proclamation to-day was everywhere in 
the city regarded as a most enjoyable Christmas 
«lit. The status of the exposition is now set­ 
tled—Chicago is to have a World's Fair, the 
world will know it, and is invited to attend. 
Tb- proclamation marks an epoch in the ex­ 
pósita i. No digging or bnilding could be at­ 
tempted until li was known beyond doubt that 
Chicago was to hold ihe World’s Fair. The 
question could not be settled until the President 
issued his proclamation. 
Now 
the United 
Sutes 
Government has declared that the 
World's Columbian Exposition will beheld in 
Chicago, in 1893. It announces to the nations 
that Chicago has made adequate provision lor 
the grounds and buildings, and has raised ten 
million dollars Ior uses of the fair. With this 
sort of a guarantee from the President, the ex­ 
position is given a standing with every Govern­ 
ment, and the invitation to each nation goes 
well accredited. 
One of the Directors said this evening, that 
proclamation comes when it is most needed, 
and when is is likely to prove most beneficial. 
The Board of Control will probably be called to 
meet in a few days to appoint a committee to 
visit the Legislature aud keep legislation warm. 
The heads of more bureaus will be appointed, 
and preparations for digging will be began at 
the next meeting of the Directors. From this 
time on the work will be visible. 
BETTER WORTH PLEASED. 
Washington, December 21th. — KepresenU- 
tlve Butterworth, Secretar}' of the World's Co­ 
lumbian Exposition, is in a very happy frame of 
mind to-night, now that the proclamation has 
been issued. Breaking to an Associated Press 
representative, Butterworth said that every­ 
thing was booming, and the Kxposit'on will be 
one of the greatest ever held in the history of 
the world. 
A copy of the proclamation will be delivered 
to the representatives of foreign nations, ac­ 
companied with a statement containing ail the 
information necessary to complete the regula­ 
tions concerning the fair. 
The news from Lon­ 
don aud Paris, he said, was very encouraging. 
The Directory had agents in Japan aud China, 
and, in fact, were reaching out to the end of the 
earth. Never before, so far as his knowledge 
extended, had such extensive preparations aud 
snch a lRrge sum of money been raised at the 
inception of an enterprise as in the present ease 
by the people of Chicago. 


B IG TREES. 


No In v estig atio n in F o restry B as B een 
H ad e by th e C ensus Bureau. 
Washington, December 24th.—In reply to an 
inquiry from the Secretary of the Interior, 
Superintendent Porter has written stating that 
no investigation in forestry has yet beer made 
by the census in regard to the “big tree” groves 
in Washington. 
Superintendent Porter says that John Hyde, 
Chief ol the Agricultural Division of the Censáis, 
reports that in the opinion of prominent lumber 
men of Wisconsin and Michigan, who have 
visited the Puget Sound region, before long the 
chief lumbertrade of this country wiii be on the 
Northern Pacific Coast. No botanical investiga­ 
tion will be made by the census, as was the case 
ten year» ago.
